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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention. The claimed invention recites a ball feeder 
comprising a tray having side walls that diverge away from each other along the length of the 
ramp from the inlet end to the outlet end, a scoop for receiving a single transverse row of balls at 
the outlet end of the tray, means for raising the scoop into an elevated position and wherein the 
scoop defines a second ramp which extends transversely to the first ramp defined by the base of 
the tray. The reference to Chung lacks the teaching or suggestion to replace his tray with the 
ramp and sidewalls as recited. The sidewalls of the ramp of Tumridge do not diverge from the 
inlet to the outlet as instantly claimed. Further, the specification states that the divergent 
sidewalls prevent wedging or bridging of the balls during their movement along the base of the 
tray.
